Grand Jury Adjourns After 
Failing to Vote Indict- 
ments in Alleged Cum- 
mings Graft. 


DENIES HE ACCUSED CITY. 


Former Head of Rival Company 
Contradiets the Report, 
Also His Own Tes- 
timony. 


The February grand jury yesterday An- 
ished the investigation of the municipal greft 
charges in connection with the sale of cast- 
ings to the city by the T. A. Cummings 
Foundry company. 

It was announced in the state’s attorney's 
office that every angle of the charges, in 
which it was alleged the city had been mulct- 
ed out of thousands of dollars by means of 
short weights, overcharges, and substitution 
of castings, had been gone into thoroughly 
by the inquisitorial body and evidence war- 


ranting indictment had not been found. 


The alleged connection of city officials with 
the organization and financing of the Cum- 
mings company also was considered without 
results. 


Case Will Not Be Reopened? 

The adjournment of the grand jury without 
taking action is taken to mean that the Cum- 
mings foundry charges will not be reopened 
by future grand juries and that coming in- 
vestigations of graft by inquisitorial bodies 
will be limited to other specific charges. The 
alleged coal frauds and irregularities in the 
purchase of other municipal supplies remain 
to be investigated. 

Several members of the grand jury, while 
they would make no formal statements for 
publication, said frankly in confidence that 
there was no evidence of graft that could be 
substantiated except through hearsay. 

Stewart Clark, foreman of the jury, refused 
to comment on the result of the final week's 
work of the body except to say: 

The return of no indictments in connec- 
tion with the Cummings investigation shows 
what we thought of the evidence which Ware 
placed before us.“ 

The question of overcharge, it was said, 
was met with the argument and evidence to 
show that the Cummings concern furnished 
goods of a better quality than competing con- 
cerns which submitted lower bids. 


Denies He Made Statement. 

The final bursting of the “ graft bubble ’”’ 
as expressed by one grand juror came in the 
afternoon when O. H Davison, former head 
of the O. H. Davison Foundry company, ap- 
peared asa witness. Mr. Davison is alleged 
by officers of the Citizens’ association and 
other investigators to have made statements 
involving a high city official in the financing 
and organization of the Cummings company. 
Davison, who was relied upon as one of 
the important witnesses for the state, told 
his induisitors that he knew nothing of any 
such statements alleged to have been made 
by him. 

“He admitted that he Hed and the grand 
jury took no cognizance of his testimony,” 
George R. Bowman, one of the jurors, said. 
Davison is the man on whom the graft 
accusers based their assertions, and that in- 
dicates just how baseless all this graft charge 
talk is.” 

Davison came as an unwilling witness 

after being served with a subpeena by De- 
tective Murnane of the state’s attorney’s of- 
fice in Harvey, III. Davison called up the 
estate's attorney over the telephone and asked 
that he be allowed to appear before the grand 
jury today. 
Bring him in now.“ is said to have been 
Mr. Wayman’s order to the detective. “ We 
want every witness who is said to know any- 
thing about this graft business.” 


Accused of Lying. 

It was in connection with his excuses for 
alleged dodging of the subpcena which was 
issued three days ago that Davidson was 
accused of lying in the grand jury room. 
He insisted that he was called to Milwaukee 
Wednesday night on a business mission. In 
response to questions put by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Arnold the witness told in 
detail of the Northwestern train he took 
for Milwaukee and said he reached there an 
hour after leaving Chicago. 

His face paled when Edward C. Carter, 
chief engineer of the Chicago and North- 
western railway, pulled a time railway card 
out of his pocket, and Mr. Arnold, after 
consulting it, remarked that there was no 
train for Milwaukee at 9 o’clock, as the 
witness had testified, and that no train made 
such fast time ar one hour between the two 
cities. 

“You have lied on the stand, haven't 
you?” Mr. Arnold said. 

„Tes,“ came the unwilling response. 

The witness then was allowed to change 
his testimony and said he had been in the 
city since the subpona had been issued for 
him except to go to Harvey. gre he was 
discovered. 

City Purchasing Agent William C. Cole- 
man also was a witness, but it was said he 
was unable to throw any light on the al- 
leged charges of graft ip connectiom with 
the Cummings deals. 


Surprises Civic Investigators. 

The result of the grand jury investigatio’ 
was received with some surprise by investi- 
gators for various civic organizations who 
have made inquiry into the charges. Much of 
the evidence before the grand jury wae fur- 
nished by the officers and investigators of the 
Citisens’ association. President George E. 
Cole is out of the city and Secretary Shelby 
M. Singleton, who appeared before the in- 
quisitorial body several times, was ill at his 
residence in Wilmette in the evening. In 
reply to an inquiry for a statement about the 
result of the investigation he made this sig- 


nificant remark:

GRIP STOPS MEN LADEN LIFT. 


Luxurious New Apartment Building 
Badly Damaged by Blaze, 


New York. March 4,—[Special.)-—Fire 
wrecked the three upper floors of the thirteen 
story Alwyn court apartment house at Fifty- 
eighth street and Seventh avenue tonight. 
The rest of the building was flooded with 
water and the furnishings ruined. The bulld- 
ing had been recently completed and con- 
tained only a few tenants, 

There was no loss of life, but there were 4 
number of thrilling rescues. Alice Nugent, 
a maid, jumped from the thirteenth floor, but 
lodged on a ledge that encircled the Building 
at the twelfth floor and lay there unconscious 
until found by firemen. 


Robert Casson, elevator boy, ran hiscar up | - 


and down threugh the smoke and flames 
until he had taken out all the tenants who 
had not escaped by the stairways. On the 
last trip, the cables parted and the car, filled 
with firemen, shot down from the seventh 
floor to the basement, where the safety 
catches gripped and held it. A badly un- 
nerved set of men, otherwise unhurt, got to 
the street.

Alwyn court was opened for inspection last. 
October and the tenants began moving in 
early in the winter. The advertisements of 
this million and a half dollar building called 
it “the finest residential building in the 
world.” Ite construction was said to be fire- 
proof, eccording to the latest ideas of build- 
ers. 

There were no small apartments. The 
suite ranged from fourteen room and five 
baths to thirty-four rooms and nine baths. 
The yearly rentals were from $6,500 to §22,- 
000. 

The fire was discovered on the eleventh 
floor, in the apartment occupied By Jacob 
Wertheim, president of the United Cigar 
Manufacturers. It ts supposed that work- 
men who had been working in the apart- 
ment left bare a Live electric wire, and that 
this wire caused the blaze. Mr. Wertheim 
was out. In his apartment were only a 
nurse and the two Wertheim babies, aged 
2 and 4. They were hurried to the elevator 
and dropped to the first floor.

There is nothing wrong in our use of the 
government inspection stamps. We have 
them in boxes scattered all through the fac- 
tory. Any one can walk in and pick up a 
handful. They are used on all shipments of 
oleomargarine out of the state. The rail- 
roads will not accept the goods for inter- 
state shipment unless so stamped.” 

According to Secretary Wilson, this is an 
extremely damaging admission for Mr. Mox- 
ley to make. In the first place, the depart- 
ment of agriculture does not inspect oleo- 
margarine. In the second place, it does not. 
use labels in the meat products it does inspect.

Dickinson Says Race Question Is 
Portentous One. 


MUST REMAIN IN THE SOUTH. 


No Opportunity for Black in North, De- 
clares Secretary. 


New Haven, Conn., March 4.—Speaking be- 
fore the Southern club of Yale university on 
the negro question tonight; Secretary of War 
Dickinson said: 

There is a factor coming from the civil 
war which is just as portentous as that of 
slavery; a question which will be worse ‘in 
its outcome unless we use more wisdom and 
forbearance than we did with slavery. As the 
slavery question became more intense and 
acute, so the negro question is made more 
difficult because the overwhelming mass of 
negroes is bound to remain in the south. 

There is no opportunity for the race in 
the north. Even if political alignment should 
break into this matter, there comes a section 
question which will affect the whole country. 
In aspect the question is portentous, one 
which the distant future may solve. I am 
glad the future is of the nature of a closed 


A rebuke to Acting Secretary of Streets 
Frank T. Fowler for his refusal to allow 
investigation of his department was decreed 
last night by the Merriam commission at a 
secret session held in the La Salle hotel.

„I did not know of Mr. Fowler’s intended 
action,” said Commissioner Hanberg, but 
it meets my approval. We cannot permit our 
offices to be stripped of their records and the 
time of the department clerks diverted to 
preparation of material, for the Merriam 
commission or anyone else, in a way that 
will interfere with their duties to the public.“ 


Wants Chance to Make Good. 


Mr. Hanberg added that there would be no 
objection to the investigators of the Merriam 
commission copying any records in Mr. Fow- 
lers office, but Mr. Fowler forcefully declared 
he would not permit even this—nor any in- 
vestigation of his office of any nature until 
the expiration of his term of office April 7, he 
being a sixty day appointee. 

“J stand squarely on my letter sent today 
to Ald. Merriam,’’ said Mr. Fowler after a 
conference with Commissioner Hanberg. “I 
will allow no investigation here until my 
term of office expires and until I have hada 
chance to make good on my program—and I 
am going to make good.“ 

The letter that Ald. Merriam will send Mr. 
Fowler today will quote the resolution adopt- 
ed by the council when it authorized the 
commission and stipulated its powers to be 
as follows: 

** Resolved, That all heads of departments, 
city officials, and employés are hereby direct- 
ed to supply, on requisition of the committee,

Difficulties in Sight. 

The difficulties to be faced in the Chicago 
grand jury probe may be summarized as: 

A feud existing between the collector of internal 
revenue. Henry L. Hertz, and his inspectors, 
headed by Lawrence Kilcourse on one side and the 
office of the revenue agents, headed by Col. C. H. 
Ingram. on the other. ‘ 

The fact that raids planned by revenue agents 
have been ‘“‘ tipped off to moonshiners.“ and 
that Daniel Bortz, the government’s chief inform- 
ant on this subject, is alleged to have been intimi- 
dated for telling.“ 

And last, but by no means least, Moxley's official 
position as congressman and his political position 
as the protégé of Senator Lorimer.

It was at first rumored that Nicollett was 
suspected of being one of the men who shot 
Detectives Wren and Quinn in Townsend 
street early yesterday morning, but the police 
declared that so far as they knew the pris- 
oner had no knowledge of that affair. 

It is said that Nicollett was intoxicated 
when he shot at Laffi. A short time before 
the shooting Laffi had advised Nicollett to 
go to his room, and he had done so. He soon 
returned with a revolver, and when La 
asked him what he wanted he replied: 

“I want to kill you,“ and at the same time 
drew his revolver from his overcoat pocket. 
Charles Danca and his brother, Antonio, and 
Angelio Forlson, all living above the store, 
struck aside the muzzle of the weapon. The 
bullet went through Laffi’s hat and broke a 
plate glass window in the store. Nicollett 
was held until the police arrived.

“BEAT COUNTESS? 0, NEVER” 


Count de Beaufort Answers Ru- 
mors of Trouble in Family. 


LAYS THEM TO GAMBLERS, 


He and Wife, Formerly Irma Kilgallen, 
Return from Hot Springs, 


Count and Countess de Beaufort arrived 
from Hot Springs, Ark., yesterday. consid- 
erably disturbed over the rumor which pre- 
ceded them that he had given her a severe 
beating Monday night. They attributed the 
rumor to the “‘ persecution of gamblers,” and 
the countess’ father, M. H. Kilgalien, genepal 
manager of the Chicago Heights Land asso- 
ciation, shared their views. 

They were met by Mr. Kilgallen, who 
whirled them in his automobile to the family 
residence; 8230 Michigan avenue, and then 
returned to his offices on La Salle street, 
where he was met by a reporter with the 
message of family discord. 

“What! The count beat my daughter!“ 
he exclaimed. ‘“‘ No, indeed! He is not that 
kind of a man. The gamblers are doing this 
because of that unpleasant episode wherein 
the count believed he was playing 10 cent 
chips in roulette and they claimed they were 
$1 chips and the count refused to be ‘ shaken 
down’ Come out and see them for your- 
self. 

A few minutes later the father and reporter 
were in the presence of the young couple, 
The rumor was not new to either of them. 

The very idea, said the countess. ‘ Isn't 
that awful? But, say, those gamblers would 
resort to anything! It seems to me that the 
people are prejudiced against a foreigner, 
especially if he has a title.“ 


Feared for His Life. 

„O, that wasn't all.“ broke in the count; 
„ they had a big negro following me around, 
and I believe they intended killing me. But, 
O, how I would like to have that bunch of 
gamblers in a room one at a time. If 1 
wouldn't give it to them,“ and he shook 
with rage and struck his clenched fist into 
his open palm.

The count can- 
not be bluffed and will put that ‘ Southern 
club’ out of business.’ 

“And you don’t know what they said 
about the countess and myself, how we were 
living, but we will let that rest,” interrupted 
the excited count,” and they said my title 
was bogus because they could not find ſt 
in the Almanach de Gotha, but that is just 
like the Blue Book. If I were foolish enough 
to pay $15 per year 1 could have it regis- 
tered there.

That the shooting yesterday morning ok 
Policemen John W. Wren and Patrick J. 
Quinn at Chicago avenue and Townserd 
street will result in the formation of an Ital- 
lan detective squad in an effort to reduce 
crime in the north side Italian district is the 
plan of the police department. 

Chief Leroy T. Steward stated yesterday 
that he had been working on this matter for 
some time and that the principal difficu'ty 
was that the civil service law requires a 
stature and an education which the men as 
would want to use do nm possess. The rem- 
edy is a special fund, — an effort will be 
made to get it. 

About a dosen suspects are under arrest, 
and they will be brough. before Policeman 
Quinn today in the hope that he may be ablo 
to identify some of them as his assaflants. 
Wren's condition is critical and he may not 
survive.

He said those who would divert the legisla- 
tion from the purposes-for which it was in- 
stituted must take the responsibility for the 
defeat of the bill.

UPON RAIL BILL 


‘and Other 
Clauses Will Be Amended 
by House Committee. 


LEASES ALSO UNDER FIRE. 


Electric Lines Will Not Be Ex- 
cepted from Measure With- 
out a Fight. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.}— 
The anti-merger clause of the railroad bill 
will be vitally amended before it is presented 
to the house, The house committee on inter- 
state commerce has given unquestioned evi- 


“@ence of ite intention to eliminate or modify 


the exceptions and provisos which have been 


‘assailed by the senate insurgents. 


The proviso that any railroad already pos- 
sessing 50. per cent of the stock of a compet- 
ing road may complete the absorption will 
be eliminated. , With it will go the proviso 
that any railroad holding a twenty year lease 
of a competing line may renew that lease or 
Likewise the 
proviso excepting electric roads from the 
anti-merger provision will go into the com- 
mittee waste basket. 

The house committee is strongly against 
the 50 per sent proposition. The Democrats 
are unders ood to de solid against it. It is 
even possible that Congreseman Townsend 
sponsor for the administration measure, will 
lead the Republicans in doing away with: ulis 
exception to the anti-merger rule. One dan- 


ger about which the committee members ar 
talking is that the enactment of the bill apt 
ng 


stands might be construed as a we 
of the Sherman anti-trust act. 
See Reward for Lawbreake?. 
On its face, this W per cent provision ap- 
pears to offer a reward to the railroad corpo- 


rations which have braved the anti-trust act 


and have acquired W per cent of the stockof 
a rival concern. Such corporations are told 
that they may finish the absorption. The 
only saving clause is a still later proviso, 
which declares that this privilege of complet- 
ing a merger shall not authorize or validate 
the acquisition of a competing road contrary 
to the anti-trust act. 

In spite of this declaration that the anti- 
trust act is not to be considered as weakened 
the members of the committee fear for the 
effect of such legislation upon the courts. 
They consider that the judges might regard 
this action of congress as an indication that 
the anti-trust act is to bé more loosely con- 
etrued. It is probably. true, too, that a ma- 
jority of the committee prefers that, in pro- 
hibiting mergers, there should be no excep- 
tions. 

This permission to a complete merger al- 
ready half done was introduced into the ad- 
ministration bill after a visit at the White 
house of séveral railroad presidents. lt was 
originally defended as a protection to minor- 
ity stockholders. It was said that they would 
have no good market for their stock if they 
were barred from selling to the majority 
holders. The exception in favor of the elec- 
tric roads was also made at the instance of 
the railroads. It has been asgaulted by the 
insurgents on the ground that, so far as this 
bill is concerned, a eingle electric line could 
absorb all the steam roads in the country. 

Two Proposals Are Fought. 

The changes indicated are practically cer- 
tain to come. Only slightly’ less probable 
are the amendments curtailing the power of 
the commerce courts in the case of mergers. 
Two proposals are strongly assailed by the 
Republican membership committee, as well 
as the Democrats. 

One is that the new court shall have the 
power to say in advance whether a proposed 
merger is legal. If it is regarded as legal 
the court is euthorized to issue certificates 
which will prevent the United’States from: 
subsequently bringing suit for a dissolution. 
The sénate insurgents have assailed this as 
a count proceeding without a precedent, no 
more warranted than it would be for a court 
to tell an individual what he may lawfully 
do in the conduct of his private businesa: 

The second power proposed to be conferred 
upon the commerce court is that it shall 
take into consideration in determining the 
propriety of a merger whether it will be to 
public advantage. The courts never have 
gone this far in interpreting the anti-trust 
law, and the senate insurgents have claimed 
that the question of public good is purely 
legislative... The indication is that the ma- 
jority of the house committee is committed 
to the bellef that to attempt to confer this 
dlecretionary power upon the courts would 
be unconstitutional. 

Anti-Merger Motion Pending. 

The house committee began the considers- 
tion of the anti-merger section today. Adam- 
son, the ranking Democrat, made a motion :o 
eliminate The anti-merger and the stock and 
of the bill. This motion is atill 
pénding. The committee has declined to fol- 
low the fears of the senate insurgents re- 
garding the conduct of cases before the com- 
merce court. 

The insurgents have assailed the proposal 
that the department of justice be given the 
exclusive control of these cases. They agreed 
with the position taken before the congres- 
sional committees by Rush C. Butler, a Chl- 
cago lawyer, who voiced the view of the Ch!- 
cago Bar associatian. This position was that 
the shipper’s lawyer ought to be able to [o.-: 
low the case through to a final decision. The 
insurgents contend that the arrangemen:s 
proposed by the bill would leave the attorney 
general the option of defaulting in the case 
‘after it had been decided againet by the in- 
terstaté commerce commission.

Washington. D. C., March 4.—[{Special.}]— 


Gifford Pinchot, under cross examination, to- 


day admitted that his first hand knowledge 
of the alleged improper official acts of Sec- 


retary of the Interior Ballinger was limited. 


He reiterated, however, that the secre- 
tary had deceived the president concerning 
the Cunningham coal land cases, and had 
made a statement to Mr. Taft which was 
obviously untrue. 

The cross examination of the ousted chief 
forester before the Ballinger-Pinchot inves- 
tigating committee was marked by repeated 
clashes of counsel. Senator Flint urged the 
lawyers several times to stop wrangling and 
try to get down to facts. 

Mr. Pinchot complained to the committee 
that it was difficult to explain forest service 
matters to a man apparently as little in- 
formed on the subject as was Attorney 
Vertrees, counsel for Mr. Ballinger. 


Wilson’s Name Brought In Again. 

Mr. Vertrees at the afternoon session ques- 
tioned the witness closely regarding the 
sending of forest rangers to agricultural 
coHeges and brought out the fact that Mr. 
Pinchot was under the impression that he 
had informed Secretary of Agriculture WII 
son of what he was doing, but he was not 
willing to swear to this. 

The attorney sought to show that Mr. 
Pinchot and former Secretary of the Interior 
Garfield were in the habit of doing what they 
thought best regardless of the law and that 
their antagonism to Mr. Ballinger was 
brought about by his determination to pro- 
ceed wholly within the law. 

Mr. Vertrees again questioned the witness 
regarding his assertions that Mr. Ballinger, 
in a report to the president concerning the 
Cunningham coal cases, had been gullty,of 
falsehoods in three essential particulars.

I think the coal operators wil make no 
formal complaint,” Mr. Upham said. “ They 
simply will take their medicine and add it to 
the bill. An coal contracts are made on the 
basis of existing freight rates and mining 
scales, so that as usual the consumer will 
have to foot the bill. Sixty-five per bent of 
the contracts will expire April 1. This means 
that if. the mining rate is advanced 10 to 15 
per cent, as appears likely, coal will be 25 
cents higher next year.

Portland Is Only Gateway Be- 
tween the East and the 
Pacific Coast. 


Wellington, Wash., March 4.-{Special.]— 
Forty-eight bodies have been recovered from 
the gorge where two Great Northern trains 
were buried by a landslide on Tuesday. tis 
known that thirty-three more passengers and 
railroad men were caught in the disaster, and 
the number of laborers is expected to bring 
the total of victims to 118. 

As all the passengers were asleep when 
the avalanche struck the train, there is some 
delay in identifying the bodies found. The 
first bodies found were mutilated, but those 
found lower down are unmarked and the ex- 
pressions on the faces is*that of persons who 
never awoke from sleep. The Great North- 
ern today sent in fifteen Alaskan sledges, on 
which the bodies will be taken to Skykomish. 


Loss to Road $1,000,000. 

Ot 700 sacks of mail carried away by the 
avalanche onty 180 have been recovered. 
There is no trace whatever of one ma! car 
and seven clerks and weighers. In some 
places cars are known to be under’seventy 
feet of trees, snow, earth, and rocks. 

The Great Northern is using all the re- 
sources at its command to open the track. 
Supt. O'Neill estimates the actual .oss to 
the road by destruction of property at 
$1,000,000. 

Coroner Snyder has taken charge of $10,- 
000 worth of jewelry and other valuables, 
which he will hold pending identification by 
relatives of the victims. 

Cold rain and increasing: fear of more 
snowslides added to the gloom today. The 
working force now consists of 150 Ameri- 
cans. Three of the alien laborers stole 
clothing from the débris. This aroused such 
indignation that the railroad officials sent the 
seventy-five foreign laborers away. 


Portland Gateway to Hast. 

Portland. Ore., March 4—Portland today 
became the gateway for all through east 
and west passehger traffic over the Harri- 
man lines. The Southern Pacific trains to 
and from California are moving both ways 
through this portal on a detour,of from 
‘1,500 to 2,000 miles, made necessary by the 
almost unprecedented flood in Nevada. 

Beginning at noon today, and for the fol- 
lowing twenty-four hours, approximately 
100 passenger trains will enter and leave 
Portland terminals. 

The Northern Pacific main line from St. 
Paul to the Pacific coast is clear for the first 
time in two weeks. The Northern Pacific,

DEATH 15 SECONDS SOONER 
WOULD HAVE COST TWO $50,000 


Daughters of Woman Who Lost Life in 
Auto Accident Establish Right to 
Half Interest in the Estate. 


New York, March 4.—[{Special.]—Had Mrs. 
Henrietta Laffargue died fifteen seconds 
sooner than she did after an auto accident 
at Allaire, N. J., Aug. 18, 1906, her two 
daughters, Mrs. Laura Blakeney and Mrs. 
Viola Kimmelmann, would have been de- 
prived of a one-half interest in the estate of 
their stepfather, J. George Laffargue, who 
was killed in the same accident. 

This in substance is the decision of Lawyer 
William Harmon Black, appointed a referee 
by Surrogate Thomas to decide whether Mrs. 
Laffargue zurvived her husband. His re- 
port will be Aled: in the Surrogate’s court 
tomorrow. The estate is said to be worth 
$100,000. 

By former marriages Laffargue had two 
sons and Mrs. Laffargue two daughters.

Letter Is Placed. 

This letter reiterated the demand for money 
and insisted that it be put in an envelope 
and placed under the stoop of a factory at 
Van Brunt and Sackett streets, in Brooklyn, 
at 11 o'clock tonight. A detective, with a 
messenger from Caruso, went to the place 
at 10:40 with a large envelope containing two 
dollars and a roll of paper, which was put 
under the stoop. 

Lieut. Gloster of the Italian squad and two 
of his aids concealed themselves in the fac- 
tory while another pair waited outside in a 
shadow. Antonia Misiani, an importer of 
Wines, came along first. He went as far as 
the corner of Van Brunt street and looked 
toward the package, but did not stop. Then 
he went back to Union street, where Antonio 
Cincotta, a saloonkeeper, was waiting with 
a third man. | \ 

Finally Misiani came back, another man 
accompanying him. They stopped and Miai- 
ani was bending over to reach for the pack- 
age when Cincotta stole up and urged him to 
flee 


Tries to Throw Away Gun. 

When Misiani started to run around the 
corner he made a motion to throw away a 
twelve gauge suwed off shotgun with a 
barrel eighteen or twenty inches long which 
he carried. Cincotta ran into a saloon, where 
Gloster and his men caught him. Simonetti 
and Schrivani, the two detectives who were 
on the outside, ran after Mislani and caught 
him just as he dropped the gun and tried 
to pull a revolvey from his pocket. 

Both men arrested are known to. the police. 
The Cincotta saloon was a resort of the 
Lupo gang. The police say that Cincotta 
has been twice arrested on murder charges 
and twice acquitted, and that Misiani has 
been in trouble for a confidence game. . 

There is some disposition among Caruso’s 
friends to regard the letters as an il! judged 
practical joke, but Caruso is convinced that 
his days are numbered and will not venture 
out of his hotel without a bodyguard.

At one 
place we are in a broad cafion with almost 
straight walls, 2,000 feet high, like those of 
Arizona. 

As the cafion itself changes, the villages and 
the people change. We pass primitive Schop 
villages, where they live much as they did 
centuries ago, and villages of yesterday. In 
One place we pass a tall smokestack and the 
substantial modern buildings of a copper mine, 
with trolleys and other evidences of prosperity, 
from which it would appear that the mine is a 
real one. A well made trail has been built 
through the cafion and we pass many people 
afoot, on horse, or in little wagons drawn by 
oxen or buffalo. No horse teams are seen, ex- 
cept about the stations of towns. 

At the station Roman, we have an interest- 

ing reminder of the fact that formerly many 
Since 
their country has achieved its independence 
they have gone north into Roumania. 
And now comes the best part of the journey. 
We leave the cafion of the Isker, climb up out 
of its valley and over into that in which Plevna 
is situated. From the watershed we look back 
over fifty miles of the, crest of the Balkans.

Recalls Battle of Plevna. 


Plevna, with 21,000 population, is a growing 
city. So they say here. We would not speak of 
it as a growth. But the Turks, at any rate, 
have about all gone and an effort is being made 
to straighten out the town, make some streets 
and sidewalks, and tear down the buildings of 
the old régime. Plevna is muddy. The side- 


‘walks, when there are any, are as muddy as the 


streets. The majority of the houses are of two 
stories. Some of them show a Httle color, but 
it is the color of the calcimine brush. Among 


the private houses are none with any archi- 


— beauty. 

interest of Plevna is in its associ- 
the great battle. The city was oc- 
cupied by a strong Turkish army, under the 
brave general Osman Pasha. It fell on Dec. 
10, 1877, after a memorable siege. The forces 
opposed to the Turks were the Russians and 
Roumanians, It was Russia’s war against Tur- 
key, but Roumenia won her freedoom, although 
in Russia's seizure of Bessarabia, she paid a 
dear price. The victory at Plevna was due 
largely to the bravery of the Roumanians, led 
by their present king, Carlos I. At the head of 
the Russian troops was Czar Alexander II. 

The little building in the center of the city in 
which the two royalties spent a night, after the 
capture of the Turkish general, and the room in 
which they restored to him his sword after his 
capture, is still preserved and serves as a war 
museum. It stands in à little park, laid out 
with. flower beds and surrounded by a curious 
fence, made of pickets of guns, with bayonets 
attached, and pikes. In the park are many 
— and piles of ball, captured from the

decide that there shall be no more war; they 
will restore certain countries to their rightful 
owners; will sit as a high court in boundary 
disputes; give every nation a fair chance to be 
great, and, after the whole thing has been ar- 
ranged, draw a new map of the world and seal 
it. Then the world can go on and mind its 
business. These little Balkan states can then 
build roads and develop men and women instead 
of building cannon and training soldiers. Now 
they are fearful of their lives of Russia, Aus- 
tria, Turkey, or each of the others. 

The largest building in Plevna was erected a 
few years ago as a home for a state school of 
agriculture. Today it has fourteen students 
who get lost in its wide corridors and lofty 
halls. The state minister of public instruction 
has decided, consequently, to oust the agricul- 
tural school and convert the building into a 
grammar school. This looks like a sensible 
move; not because grammar is more important 
than agriculture but because Bulgarian peas- 
ants know as much agriculture as they can 
profitably use. What they want is more land 
and some machinery. 


_Bathhouse Looks Like Cake. 


The state has recently erected, at a cost of 
$50,000, a bath of the so-called Turkish variety. 
This being women’s day, I did not see its in- 
terior. On the outside it looks like a large 
colored cake. Any effort to convert this bath 
into a public school would result in opposition. 

Plevna has no street cars, electric lights, gas, 
water works, or sewers. It has fine and large 
new barracks, which furnish accommodation for 
a lot of soldiers, officered by a lot of excel- 
lently dressed men, The Bulgarian army may 
be larger and better than Bulgaria can afford, 
but it gives one the impression of knowing its 
business and its officers are earnest, hard work- 
ing men. I believe it is not possible for a 
Bulgarian to purchase freedom from compul- 
sory army service. Even teachers and profes- 
sional men are not exempt. I heard of a young 
man, with six years in a Swiss university, who 
recently returned to Bulgaria and was well 
started in the practice of medicine when he was 
obliged to give up two years to the army. He 
is not allowed a favor of any sort. His accom- 
modations and treatment in general are the 
same as that of the most ignorant peasant from 
the country, 

On the way to Kustindel yesterday I passed 
a company of soldiers on the roadside, doing 
work as a section gang. They were learning by 
experience how to build a railroad in case rail- 
road building should become a military neces- 
sity. 

All the candy makers of Plevna—and there 
are a lot of them—are Albanians. The chief 
luxury in this line looks like a fine quality of 
excelsior. As the candy shops, like other shops 
of town, open wide on the street, you can easily 
see the process of manufacture. Over a char- 
coal fire rests a copper cylinder, five feet in 
diameter. The maker fills a cup with a fluid 
mixture of flour, water, and the white of an 
egg. At the bottom of the copper is a trans- 
verse spout, perforated at regular intervals. He 
twirls this rapidly over the disk and streams of 
he fluid the size of spaghetti fall in concentric 
circles until the pan is covered. In a moment 
it is roasted — he gathers it up as one would

Sig. Chiesa addressed an interrogation to 
the government on what he asserted was the 
influence of the Austrian Baroness Siemens 
on the Italian army by reason, as he alleged, 
of her having been on friendly terms with 
the late Lieut.

Gen. Prudente, undersecretary of war, re- 
fused to answer the deputy, whereupon Chi- 
esa heaped insults upon him and the army 
and also declared that the Duchess Litta had 
been a great favorite of the late King Hum- 
bert. Deputy Morando, who is a nephew of 
the duchess, immediately boxed Chiesa’s 
ears and then he and Gens. Fecia and Pru- 
dente challenged Chiesa to combat.

It is safe to say that Gen. Chamorro’s de- 
feat has not altered the views of the people 
on the east coast of Nicaragua as to the 
guarantees necessary to peace. Undoubtedly 
they will demand the fulfillment of every 
principle for which the armies have fought, 
as President Madriz frequently has admitted 
the justice dt them. 

Nothing except intervention now can stop 
the war. Gen. Mena has spread his forces 
between San Vicente and La Manga to re- 
sist every advance the government tfoops 
may attempt on Bluefields. He also is busy 
securing recruits and ammunition. while 
Gen. Estrada has stopped the pay of many 
of his staff officers who were’more orna- 
mental than useful. 


Rebels’ Flight Continues Eastward. 

SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, March 
4.—The flight of the remnanis of the revolu- 
tionary army, led by Gens. Mena and Cha- 
morro, continues rapidly eastward. Gen. 
Vasquez, commander in chief of the govern- 
ment forces, reports that many more insur- 
gents, officers, and enlisted men have sur- 
rendered, and that the trail followed by the 
revolutionists is strewn with camp equip- 
ment, rifies, and cartridges.

HISSING OF NEGRO ATHLETE 
SPLITS MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY 


Students Divided Into Two Sections Be- 
cause Black Was Insulted Following 
Victory on Track. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., March 4.—[Special.]— 
The hissing of a negro athlete, Curtis, for 
winning a couple of preliminary events in 
an indoor track meet at the University of 
Michigan last Saturday has caused acrimo- 


nious discussion of the race question involv- 


ing practically the entire student body. The 


Michigan Daily has taken sides against 


Curtis. 

Curtis was the only negro on the floor on 
Saturday night. He wen a preliminary in 
the thirty-five yard dash.

The bill to establish the federal bureau 
of mines, having passed the house, is now 
awaiting its fate in the senate. 
The friends of this measure should act.

It ie to be kept in mind that Sanath 


Bailey showed some hostility to Senator 
Cullom’s resolution of December asking 
for information from the secretary of the 
interior as to federal experiment or rescue 
stations.

OUNT GEBHARD BLUCHER, who, a complete 
invalid, is an inmate of an institution for old 
Soldiers at Washington, and whose American 
wife has just recovered, through the New York 


courts, the possession of her 14 year old 


daughter, Countess Ella von Blucher, from a Third 
avenue fortune teller of the name of Mrs. Gamnes, 
is not, as alleged in the proceedings, a de- 
scendant of the famous field marshal, but belongs 
to an entirely different branch of the Blucher family. 
It is necessary to mention this, owing to the fact 
that the eldest son and heir of Prince Blucher, grand- 
son of the celebrated German commander associated 
with the duke of Wellington in the victory of Water- 
loo, also bears the name of Count Gebhard Blucher, 
but. he makes his home in England, is married to an 
Englishwoman of ancient lineage, and is a member 
of the Jockey club at Vienna and of a number of 
London clubs. Another son of Prince Blucher, Ferdi- 
nand by name, was cast off by his father and died 
destitute in one of the most poverty stricken of im- 
migrant lodging houses in New York, after having 
béen deserted by the Brooklyn girl whom he had 
married. She was a Miss Loeb, and makes her home 
in New York under the name of an Ferdinand 
Blucher. 

There are other Bluchers here in Ameriea—namely: 
Count Conrad Blucher and his sister Emily of Har- 
per’s Ferry, children of the late Count Gustav Blu- 
cher of the Danish branch of the family. Count Gus- 
tav served in the civil war on the union side with 
the rank of lleutenant colonel, marrying a Miss Me- 
dora Stipes of Harper’s Fer 
years ago. The Count Gebhard Blucher now at Wash- 
ington graduated from Heidelberg, served in the 
Prussian army during the war of 1870, was cast off 
by his family, which, however, remained on excellent 
terms with his first wife, and leaving the latter in 
Germany. and forfeiting hie commission emigrated 
to America, where, after the death of his first wife, 
he married Miss Ella Morice of New York. He enlist- 
ed in the United States artillery, attained the rank of 
sergeant and post schoolmaster, being discharged 
with an excellent character. 

— 


M. Clementel, who was compelled to surrender his 
post in the French cabinet as minister of the colonies 
in consequence of the discovery a few days after his 
marriage that the transatlantic lady whom he had 
married was burdened with antecedents of the storm- 
lest character, antecedents so unpleasant that he 
abandoned her before he had ‘been married a week 
on the ground that he had been, subjected to the 
grossest kind of deception, has just given a lesson to 
his fellow ex-cabinet minister, Leygues. For, where- 
as the latter accepted a legacy of many millions of 
dollars from old Chauchard, the eccentric founder and 
owner of the Grande Magasins du Louvre, for whom 
he had procured the grand cross of the Legion of 
Honor, Clementel declined to become the legatee of 
the old comtesse de Vaugelet’s fortune, amounting 
to about a million francs. 

The comtessé, who lost her busban on her wedding 
day, who devoted the rémainder of her long life to 
his memory, and who insisted on having a white, that 
is to say, a maiden’s, funeral, and that the word 
“vierge” should follow her name on her tombstone, 
had become acquainted with Clementel when -he was 
practicing law at Riom, a town which he now repre- 
sents in parliament, and of which he is mayor. She 
became greatly attached to him, and, profoundly im- 
pressed by his honesty, when she felt her end ap- 
proaching, intimated to him that she intended to leave 
him all her property, with remainder to his children 
by his first marriage. 

~~ - 

Not only id he refuse the legacy, but he declared 
that she must not even so much as leave his children 
a souvenir, prompted thereto by motives of delicacy, 
due to the fact that in earlier years he had been her 
legal adviser. So she has bequeathed her property to 
Clementel’e native town of Riom, appointing him 
the executor of her will, and leaving him, as such, free 
to dispose of the money for the benefit of the town in 
any manner that he sees fit. | 

It may be remembered that 
manifested similar disinterestedness 


ex-President Loubet 
in connection 


with Chauchard, absolutely declining to accept any 


bequest for himself; whereupon.the old ntultimillion- 
aire left a considerable sum of money to the hospital 
of Loubet’s native town of Montelimar, appointing the 
ex-president trustee of the fund. 

The anarchist author, Malafo, on receiving last year 
a handsome legacy from a stranger who had made 
the bequest in token of admiration, devoted the money 
entirely to the foundation of a daily paper giving ex- 
pression to the views of his party. But Ferrer, the 
Spanish anarchist leader, who paid last year with his 
life the penalty of his complicity in the riots at Barce- 
lona, devoted @ large legacy left to him by a feminine 
admirer to his own use and to that of a fair but frail 
friend, leaving his daughters to earn their living as 
best they could. On the other hand, the Italian an- 
archist, Amileare Cipriani, who spent a considerable 
portion‘ of his life in prison for anarchist outrages, 
declined three years ago on the score of his socialistic 
principles a legacy of 100,000 francs, which would 
have assured, him some degree of comfort in the elos- 
ing years of his extremely stormy life. 
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Prince Pless, whose English, or rather Irish consor 
is one of the reigning beauties of Europe, and who 
came to this country some years ago to personally 
represent the kaiser at the inauguration of the new 
building of the Chamber of Commerce of New York, 
has been elected president of the Berlin Racing asso- 
ciation, and also of the Union club of Berlin, which 
is not only the most exclusive institution of the kind 
in Germany, but likewise the premier racing organiza- 
tion of the empire, corresponding to the Jockey clubs 
of England, France, and Vienna. 

Prince Pleas, who, contrary to general supposition, 
has not inherited his father’s dukedom, which was 


merely an honor ad personam, and who spent many 


years in England as secretary and councilor of the 
German embassy ta the court of St. James, succeeds 
Prince Christian Kraft of Hohenlohe, duke of Ujest, 
who has held the presidency of the Union club for the 
last seventeen years. He was preceded by his cousin, 
the late Prince Victor of Hohenlohe, duke of Ratibor, 
who held the presidency from 1873 to 1893—that is to 
say, for a score of years—while the first president of 
the club was the late Prince Hugo of Hohenlohe, 
duke of Ujest, and father of the outgoing president.

Prince Kraft Hohenlohe is resigning largely because 
he spends the greater portion of the year in Hungary, 
where he owns a considerable amount of property. 
Indeed, his entire stables and stud farm have been 
transferred from Slawentzitz, his country place in 
Prussian Silesia, to Alag, in Hungary. One of the 
prince’s brothers spent a number of years in America, 
attached im a volunteer capacity to one of the .big 
financial houses in Wall street, with the object of 
making himself acquainted with American business 
methods. Known while over here as Prince Hugo 
Hohenlohe, and extensively entertained at Newport 
and in New York, he surrendered, after his return, 
his rank and prerogatives as a prince of a mediatized 
house of the nobility, and descended to the ranks of 
the ordinary nobility in order to marry a circus rider, 
granddaughter of old Rentz, the founder and owner of 
the one time celebrated Rents circus. He received 
from the crown of Wiirtemberg the title of Count 
Hermersberg, by which both he and his wife are 
known. * 

Prince Pless formerly, while a subaltern of the Hus- 
sars of the Guard, maintained a stable of steeple- 
chasers, with Lieut. von Marschall of the Garde du 
Corps, now Gen. von Marschall, A. D. C. to the kaiser, 
as partner. He has announced his intention of again 
organizing a stud, this time for flat racing, and, as he 
is fond of horses, devoted to the turf, and one of the 
five richest nobles in Germany, it is probable that his 
colors will from henceforth be conspicuous. on the 
German turf. His wife is a sister of the duchess of 
Westminster and of George Cornwallis West, who is 
now tarpon fishing in Florida. George Cornwallis 
West is the second husband of the former Lady Ran- 
dolph Churchill and stepfather of Winston Churchill, 
secretary of state for the home department, who is 
considerably his senior in years.

HE DIARY OF A DALY DBBU- 
TANTE” is the alluring title of 
an entertaining book that Messrs.

The debutante in question began keeping 
the diary the moment she entered the Daly 
company as an extra lady and, being a 
young person of keen observation, and an 
equally keen sense of humor, her records of 
life behind the scenes in the best stock 
company that has trod the boards of a New 
York theater in your day or mine and her ob- 
servations have a lively interest. Indeed, 
they are a valuable addition to the history 
of the theater in this country, for they 
show us the methods of the ablest manager 
that this city has ever seen. 

Mr. Daly had in 1879 but recently ac- 
quired the theater at Broadway and Twen- 
ty-ninth street that still bears dis honored 
name.

She, laughed and said: Thie makes me 
seem as if I belonged to the fossil period, but 
somehow I never do realize my age.

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MRS. VOYNICH’S ‘“‘INTER- 
RUPTED FRIENDSHIP” SE- 
QUEL TO “THE GADFLY.” 


It Is Pronounced Literature in 
Spite of Its One Defect. 


EADERS of that sinister but unfor- 

gettable book, The Gadfly,”’ by Mrs. 

E. L. Voynich, must often have felt 

curious concerning the experiences of 

that piteous and appalling rebel dur- 

ing the time he spent in South América. This 

curiosity is satisfied in AN INTERRUPT- 

ED ' FRIENDSHIP,” recently issued from 
the press of the Macmillan company. 

True, the ostensible hero of this story 
is not The Gadfly, but Rene de eur- 
elles, a young Frenchman of lovable and 
loyal character. Poverty and the acute need 
of money in the interests of a sister's life 
sent this young geographer to South Amiert- 
ca, and there The Gadfly, or Felix Rivarez, 
as he called himself, joined the party of 
French explorers as interpreter. Rene, who 
had given to his invalid sister back in France 
the first enthusiasm of his life, found him- 
self, against his will, offering devotion to the 
heroic, secretive, mysterious Felix, and, 
though many things operated to keep the 
two apart, in spite of all they drew closer 
and closer together. Felix had known the 
worst humiliations that can overtake a gen- 
tleman at the mercy of human brutes; he 
even had been a slave anda clown in a circua 
Distrust of his kind and a cyasicism made 
more deadly by the natural brillianey of his 
mind operated to make him a forbidding 
character. But Rene was held by his mys- 
tery and by the charm of his personality, 
which could not disappear even at the bid- 
ding of its possessor. The two undergo name- 
less hardships together for four years and 
return to France bound together, as they be- 
lieve, by the firmest and most unselfish ties 
in the world, those of friendship. 

Felix is Introduced to Marguerite, Rene’s 
afflicted sister, and her originality, her silent 
courage, and her pathetic beauty wih from 
Felix the most chivalrous devotion. How- 
ever, their intercourse is interrupted by the 
gathering storm of the struggle for national 
independence in Italy. Felix, Italian born, 
though self-exiled from his country. hastens 
to Italy to lead a band of insurrectionists. 
They are scattered, and executions, torture, 
and imprisonment meet the first of the de- 
fenders of Italian independence. Returning 
to France with shattered health, Felix re- 
sumes his association with his friends. A 
period of exceptional happiness follows. 

Rene had become possessed of many of the 
secrets of Felix through having nursed him 
during a period of ilmess and delirium. These 
secrets were never revealed by Rene even 
to Marguerite, but her ifftuition, added to her 
powers of logical deduction, put her in pos- 
session, if not of the precise facts, yet at 
beast of the general nature of Felix’s mis- 
fortunes. In a sudden appeal to his love, 
meaning only to offer him consolation, she 
speaks of these matters. Felix leaps to the 
conclusion that Rene has betrayed him, and 
in a scene of dramatic power he conchides 
the friendship and disappears into Italy, 
where, as readers of The Gadfly’ will re- 
member, he rushes to his doom. 


The book has one artistic defect of magni- | 


tude. It begins with one hero and concludes 
with another. But even so serious an offense 
to the unities as this cannot keep it from 
proving absorbing. I do not hesitate to pro- 
nounce it literature and of a high order. True, 
it cannot compete with The Gadfly,” and it 
must be looked upon in the light of a sequel; 
yet so arresting @ book was The Gadfly ” 
that jn reading An Interrupted Friendship 
the reader has the feeling that he is pur- 
suing a biographic detail. To acquaint one’s 
self with an additional chapter of the life 
of this rare spirit who went through the 
world like a star“ is to indulge e curiosity 
as intense as if the object of it had been an 
actual human being instead of the creature 
of Mrs. Voynich’s brain. 

It is a wonderful quality of great fiction, to 
make imaginary characters live with a vital- 
ity and insistence which can be rivaled by 
only a few—and those the most remarkable 
of actual hdman beings. The Gadfly, that 
creature of flame, resentment, and dark hero- 
ism, has imposed himself upon the imagina- 
tions of the present generation of readers 
ineradicably. 
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Pierre Loti’s “EGYPT,” translated by 
W. P. Baines and illustrated with a num- 
ber of plates in color from paintings by 
A. Lamplough, has been published by E. 
P. Dutton & Co. One hardly needs to re- 
mark upon the felicity with which Loti would 
write of Egypt. Although he condescends 
to inform travelers of many things which 
they will find it convenient to know, the 
greater portion of his book deals with de- 
scription, restrained and emphasized, alter- 
nately, in that well known manner of which 
he is the master. 

The most_moving chapter and the one des- 
tined to live longest in the memory is the 
concluding one: The Passing of Philae.”’ 
This sacred isle, which has been destroyed 
by the new English irrigation enterprises, 
soon must disappear utterly, and Loti’s 
description of its decay is likely to become, 
in its way; a classic. The ancient city of Isis, 
now submerged by the “inundation —the 
great artificial lake—appeals to all that is 
melancholy in the soul of anartist. Beneath 
the water the statues of the old gods make 
signs among themselves,“ and the walls of 
the old temples gather “that sad blackish 
color which may be seen on old Venetian 
palaces.” The temple of Isis crumbles be- 
neath the water, and the colossal goddess 
still rises partly above the waves. 

“And suddenly, in the midst of the deep 
noctural calm of this temple, isolated here 
and there in the lake, comes again the sound 
ot, a kind of mournful booming, of things that 
topple, precious stones that become detached 
and fall—and then, on the surface of the lake, 
a thousand concentric circles form, chase 
one another, and disappear, ruffling indefi- 
nitely this mirror embanked between the ter- 
rible granites, in which Isis regards herself 
sorrowfully.”’ 

It sounds melancholy enough in a way, to 
be sure. But other times, others forme of 
beauty. If the irrigation means wheat and 
cottqn, if it means a decrease of famine and 
poverty, if it means that the Egyptian is to 
regain his place as a marked factor in indus- 
try and commerce, then let the beautiful tem- 
ple of Isis fall. She herself, were she sen- 
tient, would applaud the bringing of plenty 
to the land, Isis was wise—and her wisdom, 
had she not long ago béen deposed in a man- 
ner more conclusive than ever the English. 
engineers could depose her, would have 
bidden the people thrive, at any cost, to 
dream ful sentiment or love of glorious ruins, 
A ruin is, after all—a ruin!

Settlement Reached in Row of 
_» Roads Over Second Class 


Party Fares. , 


NO AID FROM TEXAS LINES 


Refuse to Assist in Meeting Com- 
petition of Low Charges of 
the Steamships. 


Fears. of the western railroads that the 
controversy over second class party fares 
from Chicago to the Twin Cities would spread 
to the proportions of a rate war affecting the 
principal cities of the west were allayed 
yesterday by the announcement that a set- 
tlement had been agreed upon. 

The low rates made by the Soo line and 
met by the Chicago Great Western and the 
Illinois Central will be withdrawn after hav- 
ing been in effect for thirty days from the 
date of the tariffs filed with the commiseion, 
which is March 28. This means the abolition 
of second class party fafes infthe territory 
west. of Chicago which long have been a 
matter of dispute, 

The objection to these rates is that they 
can be taken advantage of easily by ecalpers 
to bunch passengers on one ticket at less 
than the regular rates; while they are intend-

Reduction Plan Is Renounced. 

The rates were abolished by the action 
ot the roads last summer, and the present 
Situation was created by the action of the 
Great Western in announcing a rate of $6 
to the Twin Cities and $6.50 to Council Bluffs. 
The former party rate to the Twin Cities was 
$7, and the regular first class fare $8. Hurry 
up meetings of the passenger officials of the 
western roads were called, and the Great 
Western agreed to withdraw its rate to Coun- 
cll Bluffs, thus confining the situation to 
the northwest. 

The Soo line then put in a rate of $4 to 
the Twin Cities, $7 to Duluth, and $6.90 to 
Superior, good for parties of five or more. 
The rates were met by the Great Western and 
the Illinois Central, but the other roads 
retained their old rates. 

W. R. Calloway, general passenger agent 
of the Soo line, met the executive committee 
of the Western Passenger association on 
Monday and stated that if any road per- 
sisted in lowering the rates he would “ go 
Another meeting was to 
have been held yesterday, but it was an- 
nounced that the Great Western had re- 
nounced its plans for reducing rates. 


No Aid from Texas Roads. 

Merchants of Chicago and St. Louis can 
expect no aid from the railroads running 
into Texas in meeting the competition of the 
low water rates from New York to the south- 
west. This was stated in a letter received by 
the Chicago Association of Commerce and 
the Business Men's league of St. Louis. 

On account of a war between the steamship 
lines the rates from New York to Texas are 
from 25 to 50 cents, while the rail rates from 
Chicago to Texas on first class merchandise 
are $1.67 per bundred. This, the merchants 
declare, shuts them out of competition in the 
southwestern markets, unless they are will- 
ing to absorb the difference of freight rates 
from their profits. 


ROADS DON’T HAVE TO UNLOAD, 
SAVE FRUIT AND VEGETABLES. 


Ruling on Freight by Interstate Com- 
mission in Dismissing Chicago} St. 
Paul, and Minneapolis Complaints. 


Washington, D. C., March 4—[Special. }— 
The interstate commerce commission has re- 
fused to order the railroads entering Chicago 
to furnish assistance in loading and_unioad- 
ing shipments of package freight other than 
fruit and vegetables. 

The commission today dismissed the com- 
plaints of the Wholesale Fruit and Produce 
association of Chicago, the St. Paul board 
of trade, and the Minneapolis produce ex- 
change, all of which organizations demand- 
ed a ruling. 

The complaints grew out of the action of 
the interstate commerce commission in 1908 
in ordering the railroads at Chicago to assist 


the consignees in the unloading of fruit and 


vegetables. On Jan. 1, 1908, the railroads 
had abolished the practice, which long had 
existed, of giving such assistance. The 
Wholesale Fruit and Produce association 
appealed to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and secured an order which compelied 
the railroads to continue giving assistance in 
handling these consignments. 

The commission does not believe, how- 
ever, that the same rules should be made with 
regard to other freight. 

“It is urged that by leaving in force our 
order in the original case, and dismissing 
these complaints, we create discrimination 
in favor of fruit and vegetables at Chicago 
as against other kinds of freight, and in 
favor of Chicago as against other localities, 
says Commissioner Prouty in the decision. 
„Tho handlers of package freight at Chi- 
cago would be in no respect benefited .. the 
handlers of fruits and vegetables were re- 
quired to unload that traffic, nor are the 
handlers of fruits and vegetables benefited 
by the fact that other produce in packages 


is not unloaded by the carriets."’ 


The Minneapolis and St. Paul fruit deal- 
ers claimed that the commission's origina) 
order discriminated against those two cities 
and in favor of Chicago. The commission 
finds that Minneapolis and St. Paul dealers 
are not in competition with those at Chi- 
cago in such a way that the terminal regu+ 
lation of one city would affect the interests 
of the others. 

‘The commission says the real reason for 
making the original order which restored 
conditions that previously had éxisted in 
Chicago was that the fruit and vegetable 
traffic was handled principally over the Illiv 
nois Central and that economy of operation 
was secured by the assistance the railroad 
gave to the receivers of the freight. 


CONFER UPON B. AND 0. FIGHT. 


Knapp and Neill May Prevent Strike 
by Mediation Between Train- 
men and Officials. 


Baltimore, Md., March 4.—-The wage issue 
between the Baltimore and Ohio railroad and 
its conductors and trainmen is in the hands 
of Chairman Knapp of the interstate com- 
merce commission and Commissioner of 
Labor Neill, acting as a board of mediation. 

After a conference with Presidents Gar- 
retson and Lee of the conductors’ and train- 
men's organisations, vely, the me-
